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YOUTH OF 19 SLAYS FEUD ENEMY 
Bystander Is Also 
Shot; Twin Creek 


Is Scene Of Crime 


A feud of eighteen months standing had a tragic ending last 


Friday even'ng about eleven o'clock near upper Twin Creek, when 
Kobern McGraw, 19, of Pond Run, shot and almost instastly killed 
John Harrison, 22, of upper Twin Creek. 


The shooting occurred on a ridge about half way between the 


left- hand fork of Pond Run and upper Twin Creek, about four- 
teen miles southwest of Portsmouth and three miles east of Bnena 
Vista, 


Harrison was shot twice in rapid succession, one bullet enter- 


ing the left chest near the heart, 2J/2 inches below the collar bone, 
and 3y2 inches from the breast bone. It entered between the sec- 
ond and third rib, passing through the left lung, severing the pul- 
monary artery, and lodged in the spinal column. Death followed 
from frequent hemorrhages, the pleural cavity being flooded with 
blood. 


The other, bullet entered below the left 
cheek, near 
the 


Adam's apple, and ranged up and back through the head. Either 
wound would have proven fatal, although death was primarily due 
to the wound in the chest. 


McOraw left the scene immediately after the shooting, and 


was at liberty until three o'clock Saturday afternoon, when 
he 


was arrested at the home of his uncle John Patton, on the mid- 
dle fork of Pond Run, by Sheriff Smith. He offered no resistance, 
and. told the sheriff that he would be able to prove that he shot 
in self defense. 


His victim was also armed with a loiaded revolver, and shot 


once at McGraw, eye-witnesses claiming that his first shot and Mc- 
Graw's second shot were almost simultaneous. His bullet went 
wild of the mark.

TO PROBE SYNDICATE OF 
"CELLAR" COAL DEALERS 


Kew York, -Dec. 27.—Joseph 


llartigiin, 
commissioner of the 


bureau of weights and measures, 
declared today that he will call 
the district attorney's attention 
to tbe operation of a syndicate of 
twelve men, which, he asserted 
controls 1,000 small coal, iec and 
wood dealers operating mainly in 
ccllav stores in 'this city. 


Mr. Ilnrtigun charges that the 


syndicate exacts $1 a dny from 
each of thc .1.000 coal dealers and 
this compels the dealers to 
sell 


coal to the poor utteu at tho rate 
of ifiO to $25 a ton. lie said tlie 
syndicate buys this coal lit ifJ.'Jfi 
to 4:4.50 a ton. The capital stock 
of the syndicate is estimated by 
the commissioner at $50,000 and 
the annual returns from the dol- 
lar-aday system at $100,000. 


The commissioner

these cellar dealers sell most of 
their coal by the pail and that 
this is in violation of 
the law,

'inunity ux> the Scioto.

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YOUTH OF 19 SLAYS FEUD ENEMY: IS ARRESTED 
Bystander Is Also 
Shot; Twin Creek 


Is Scene Of Crime 


A feud of eighteen months standing had a tragic ending last 


Friday even'ng about eleven o'clock near upper Twin Creek, when 
Kcbern McGraw, 19, of Pond Bun, shot and almost instantly killed 
John Harrison, 22, of upper Twin Creek. 


The shooting occurred on a ridge about half way between the 


left hand fork of Fond Bun and upper Twin Creek, about four- 
teen miles southwest of Portsmouth and three miles east of .Buena 
yista, 


Harmon was shot twice in rapid succession, one bullet enter- 


ing the left chest near the heart, 2y2 inches below the collar bone, 
and 3% laches from the breast bone. It entered between the sec- 
ond and third rib, passing through the left lung, severing the pul- 
monary artery, and lodged in the spinal column. Death followed 
from frequent hemorrhages, the pleura! cavity being flooded with 
Wood. 


The other bullet entered below the left 
cheek, near the 


Adam's apple, and ranged up and back through the head. Either 
wound would have proven fatal, although death was primarily due 
to the wound in the chest. 


McOraw left the scene immediately after the shooting, and 


was at liberty until three o'clock Saturday /afternoon, when he 
'was arrested at the home of his uncle John Fatten, on the mid- 
dle fork of Pond Bun, by Sheriff Smith. He offered no resistance, 
and told the sheriff that he would be able to prove that he shot 
in self defense. 


His victim was also armed with a loiaded revolver, and shot 


once at McGraw, eye-witnesses claiming that his first shot and Mc- 
Graw's second shot were almost simultaneous. His bullet went 
wild of the mark. 
Innocent Onlooker 
Shot Through Thigh
